SHOOT BLACK HAND AUTHOR 


AS HE APPROACHES VICTIM. 


Nau-reth, Dec. 30.—A Black Hand let- 


ter writer was captured here to night by 
officers after a lively pifltol tight in which 
the man wtio wrote ttie letters, Robert 
Hughes, tiged 50, married, and a resident 
of thia place, was wounded The capture 
was made by County Detective Neimeyer, 
assisted DY Postal InapectorShellenberger 
and a number of po'ice officers. 


About ton days ago, W. H. Milcbsack, 


a well-known business man, began receiv- 
ing letters which demanded 91000 under 
penalty of being killed and bis property 
destroyed. 
He finally called in Detective 


Neimeyer. who arranged that Milcbsack 
should make his appearance at the spot, 
last night. Milcbaack did ao, but met no 
one. Thta morning he received a letter 
tolling him to bring tbe money to a cer- 
tain apot in a field at 7 o'clock to-night. 


M. R. Swartz, a bank cashier, received 


a letter to day, written in tbe eame hand, 
demanding $1000. He turned it over to 
Postal Inspector Shellenberger, who join- 
ed with Detective Neimeyer They in 
strncted Milchsack to go to tbe spot to- 
night, and surrounded the field with offi 
cere. When Milcheack reached the spot 
indicated by the letter a man was seen ap 
proaching. 


He passed near two officers, who rushed 


at him 
Seeing them, the man pulled a 


pistol and began shooting. The officers 
replied, and the man fell with a bullet in 
the back of hie neck, then was captured 
and found to be Robert Hughes, .a well- 
known man here. 


He confessed having written the letters, 


and said he needed the money, and 
thought thia a good way to get it. He was 
taken to tbe Easton jail. 


—M. R. Swartz, the bank cashier men- 


tioned in the above despatch, ia a native 
of New Oxford, a eon of J. 0 Swartz, of 
Philadelphia Street Mr. Swartz waa 
among the party of men who layf in wait 
at the field for the arrival of the black- 
bander and bad a narrow escape with 
his life, three shots being fired at him in 
cloee range from the revolver in tbe hands 
of the scoundrel, but fortunately all went 
wide of their mark 


LIFE SPARK KILLS CIRCUIT 


AS LINEMAN TOUCHES WIRE 


York, Jan. 2 —When Latimer K. Day, 


line foreman for the Edieon Light and 
Power Company, to day laid hands on a 
wire carrying 6600 volta of electricity and 
waa almost instantly killed, he caused a 
abort cin-uit, which burned out York's 
fire alarm system for the second time in a 
week. 
. A single tap of the fire belle when the 
crash came tolled his death. Linemen 
were working on a pole on an uptown 
street, and Day waa directing them from 
the aidewalk, when he elooped and picked 
up a wire they were stringing. Nobody 
noticed that it had fallen upon a high- 
power wire of the Hanover trolley line 
until Day touched it and' writhed in the 
etreet, causing it to sag further over a fire 
alarm .vire. 


Paneerabv turned away their beads in 


horror, bat other workmen dragged Day 
free. The crowd watched the vain ef- 
forts made for more than an honr to re- 
store life with a pulmotor.

Adrance sheets of the report of 


James E. Roderick, chief of mines, for 
the operations of 1912, show tbat In 
Pennsylvania the production of coal 
broke all records in that year. 


The aggregate output touched 245,- 


267,361 tfhort tons, of which 160,880,492 
were bituminous and 84,426,869 were 
anthracite. 


This tonnage, says Mr. Rederick, la 


about one-half of the whole tonnage 
of the United States for that year and 
•bout one-fourth of the tonnage of the 
world. The best previous record waa 
2S6.815.45S tons, made in 1907. A strik- 
ing comparison Is made, of the output 
of 44,538,972 tons In 1880, 


The section of the report Just made 


public deals chiefly with the soft coal. 
Just 280 of the 458 mines in the state 
are In the bituminous telt and In the 
year covered by the report Vesta No. 
4 mine of the Vesta Coal company led 
with 1,555,420 tons. 


The best anthracite mine waa the 


Prospect, of the Lehlgh Valley Coal 
company, with 1,152,690 tons, Wood- 
ward, of the Lackawanna, being next, 
with 1,012,329 ton*. The coal output 
was worth $300,000,000 at the mines 
and tbe consumers probably paid $700,- 
000.000.

Owing to sickness, however, 
he waa forced to leave in the middle 
of his senior year. He later finished 
his course and was given his degree 
by the Jefferson Medical college.

Nasireth, Dec. JO.—A fylack Hand let* 
ter write r was captured here to night by

He turned it over to 
Postal Inspector Shellenberger, who join­ 
ed with Detective Neimeyer 
They in 
structed Milchsack to go to the spot to­ 
night, and surrounded the field with off! 
cere. 
When Milchsack reached the spot 
indicated by the letter a man waa seen ap 
proaching. 


He paased near two officers, who rushed 
at him. 
Seeing them, the man pulled ft 
pistol and began shooting. The officers 
replied, and the man fell with a bullet in 
the back of his neck, then was captured 
and found to be Robert Hughea, .ft well- 
known mftn here. 


He confessed having written the lettera, 
and said he needed t h e money, and 
thought this a good way to get it. He was 
taken to the Easton jail.

The aggregate output touched 24S#- 
267,361 short tona, of which 160,8t0,49t 
were bitumtnoua and 84,426,869 were 
anthracite. 


This tonnage, says Mr. Redertck, la 
about one-half of the whole tonnage 
of the United States for that year and 
about one-fourth of the tonnage of the 
world. The best previous record waa 
216,616,459 tons, made In 1907. A strik­ 
ing comparison Is made of the output 
of 44,638,972 tons In 1880. 


The section of the report just made 
public deals chiefly with the soft coal. 
Just 280 of the 458 mines in the state 
are In the bituminous te lt and in the 
year covered by the report Vesta No* 
4 mine of the Vesta Coal company led 
with 1,555,420 tons. 


The best anthracite mine waa the 
Prospect, of the Lehigh Vailey Coal 
company, with 1,152,690 tons; Wood­ 
ward, of the Lackawanna, being next, 
with 1,012,329 tons. The coal output 
was worth $300,000,000 at the mines 
and the consumers probably paid $700,- 
000,000.

It would seem almost impossible to 


aet flro to and burn to the water's) 
•die a bl* modern ship, built, as such 
vessels almost Invariably axe now, of 
steel or iron, with transvere bulk- 
heads of the same metal. 
' 


Experience, however, has shown 


'otherwise, for the catastrophe that 
happened to the Yolturno a. short time 
'ago Is not by any means a solitary 
example of its kind. 


It is extraordinary, too, how little a 


thing will start the biggest and most 
derailing of the ocean Ores. 
Thus 


the carelessness of a member of the 
crew, who dropped a lighted oil-lamp 
on the forecastle roof, was responsible 
for the burning in midccean of the 
•big emigrant ship Cospatrick on No- 
vember 18, 1874, when no fewer than 
465 lives were lost. 


The fate of these poor people was 


exactly what would have been that of 
those on board the Volturno if wire- 
less telegraph had not been invented. 
They fought the flames with the frenzy 
of despair until overpowered, then 
they perished. A few — about five or 
six — got away in a boat, and were 
picked up ten days later half dead 
from starvation and exposure. These 
.were the sole survivors. 


One of the most thrilling stories 


of fires at sea, the burning of the Sa- 
rah Sands, had a similar origin— the 
careless handling of a naked light in 
a lazaretto filed with 'government 
stores. She had 300 soldiers on board, 
and these worked like heroes remov- 
ing and throwing overboard the gun- 
'powder, of which there waa a large 
quantity stored in the hold. 


One barrel did explode, blowing up 


the entire port quarter of the ship. 
Nevertheless, -after weeks of dreadful 
anxiety, the still smouldering hulk was 
navigated safely to the 
Mauritius, 


without losing, a single 'life. 


Ships are frequently fired owing to 


the spontaneous combustion of their 
cargoes. A striking example was af- 
forded by the case of the Misronesia, 
bound from South America for Ant- 
werp, with nitrate in bags. The flames 
burned every scrap of woodwork in 
the skin of the vessel, causing the ni- 
trate to became fused, owing to the 
terrific heat, so that from a soft and 
powdery substance it was transformed 
into a species of liquor cement, which 
ran down into the lower hold and held 
together the plates that had previous- 
ly started, 
thereby 
preventing her 


from sinking. She was picked up event- 
ually—a red-hot hulk— by a tug and 
beached at Deal. 
Her 
passengers 


and crew escaped in the boats. 


Oil in. barrels is fearfully dangerous. 


A few years ago a%ig iron ship, the 
Blengfell, of Liverpool, was proceed- 
ing up channel with 
the 
pilot on 


board when she suddenly burst into 
flames from some unexplained cause, 
and every soul on her perished. No 
trace of the bodies was ever found, 
nor could any craft 
approach any- 


where near the blazing vessel owing 
to the intense heat, while the stench 
of the burning oil was said to have 
been well-nigh intolerable. 


Cotton, too, is responsible for many 


fires at sea. It gets heated, smoulders 
for days, or for weeks sometimes, and 
then bursts into flame. After this 
fashion the Inman liner City of Mon- 
treal was burned in midocean while on 
her way from New York to Liverpool 
in August, 1887; anil on Christmas 
eve in the year 1890 the China Navi- 
gation company's steamer Shanghai 
took fire after a like manner, when 
300 lives were lost. 


One of New York's "wharf rats" 


(homeless lads who hang about the 
wharves and piers and live by petty 
pilfering) was responsible 
for 
the 


dreadful fire which broke out among 
the shipping at Hoboken in the sum- 
mer of 3900, when half a dozen great 
liners were burned, with over 200 of 
their officers and crews. The burning 
of the excursion steamer, General Slo- 
cum, of New York, in June, 1904, when 
1,000 lives were lost, was due to the 
careless handling of a lump of greasy 
cotton waste. 


Shoes for Soldiers. 


Contracts have Just been made by 


the war department for about $2,000,- 
000 worth of shoes for Uncle Sam's 
soldiers. Nearly 600,000 pairs of shoes 
are required, and the contracts have 
been divided among five firms at an 
average price of $3 a pair. These are 
the first contracts to be placed for 
the special shoes designed by the 
army board of experts, of which Ma- 
jor Edward L, Mnnson of the medical 
corps was chairman. 
The military 


authorities claim that the new regu- 
lation army shpes meet all the re- 
quirements of the service to a greater 
degree than any ehoe ever used in 
this country or abroad.

SHOOT BLACK HAND AUTHOR 
AS HE APPROACHES VICTIM. 


Naskreth, Dec, 3 0 ,- A Black Hand let* 
ter write* was captured here to night by 
officers after a lively pistol fight In which 
the man who wrote the letters, Robert 
Hughes, aged 50, married, and a resident 
of this place, was wounded 
The capture 
was m ale by County Detective Neimeyer, 
assisted by Postal Inspe< torShellenberger 
and a number of police officers. 


About ten days ago, W. H. Milcbsack, 
a well-known business man, began receiv­ 
ing letters which demanded $1000 under 
penalty of being killed and his property 
destroyed. 
He finally called in Detective 
Neimeyer, who arranged that Milchsack 
should make his appearance at the spot, 
last night. 
Milchsack did so, but met no 
one. 
This morning he received a letter 
telling him to bring the money to a cer­ 
tain spot in a field at 7 o’clock to-night. 


M. R. Swartz, a bank cashier, received 
a letter to day, written in the same hand, 
demanding $1000. 
He turned it over to 
Postal Inspector Shellenberger, who join­ 
ed with Detective Neimeyer 
They in 
structed Milchsack to go to the spot to­ 
night, and surrounded the field with offi 
cere. 
When Milchsack reached the spot 
indicated by the letter a man was seen ap 
proaching. 


He passed near two officers, who rushed 
at him. 
8eeingthem , the man pulled a 
pistol and began shooting. The officers 
replied, and the man fell with a bullet in 
the back of his neck, then was captured 
and found to be Robert Hughes, .a well« 
known man here. 


He confessed having written the letters, 
and said he needed t h e money, and 
thought this a good way to get it. He was 
taken to the Easton jail. 


—M. R. Swartz, the bank cashier men­ 
tioned in the above despatch, is a native 
of New Oxford, a son of J . O. Swartz, of 
Philadelphia Street 
Mr. Swartz was 
among the party of men who lay in wait 
at the field for the arrival of the black- 
hander and had a narrow escape with 
his life, three shots being fired at him in 
close range from the revolver in the hands 
of the scoundrel, but fortunately all went 
wide of their mark 


LIFE SPARK KILLS CIRCUIT 


AS LINEMAN TOUCHES WIRE. 


York, Jan. 2.—When Latimer K. Day, 
line foreman for the Edison Light and 
Power Company, to day laid hands on a 
wire carrying 6600 volts of electricity and 
was almost instantly killed, he caused a 
short circuit, which burned out York’s 
fire alarm system for the second time in a 
week. 


A single tap of the fire bells when the 
crash came tolled his death. 
Linemen 
were working on a pole on an uptown 
street, and Day was directing them from 
the sidewalk, when he stooped and picked 
up a wire they were stringing. 
Nobody 
noticed that it had fallen upon a high- 
power wire of the Hanover trolley line 
until Day touched it and* writhed in the 
street, causing it to sag further over a fire 
alarm wire. 


Passersby turned away their heads in 
horror, but other workmen dragged Day 
free. 
The crowd watched the vain ef­ 
forts made for more than an hour to re­ 
store life with a pulmotor.

DAINTy DISHES FOR CHRISTMAS. 


No holiday time will be Just right 


with mince pie left out, so here Is one 
to place in the family archives. 


Rich 
Mlnct Meat.—Use beef with 


some suet, chop the meat fine and for 
every pound 
adfl 
two 
ponnds of 


chopped greening apples, a half pound 
each of currants and raisins, a third of 
a cup of citron sliced fine, the rind 
and juice of two lemons, a pound of 
sugar, a half cup of molasses and a 
cup of elder. Add enough beef juice 
to moisten, two teaspoonfuls each of 
mace and cinnamon, a half teaspoon of 
ground cloves and salt to suit the 
taste. 
Cook until 
well seasoned 


through. Often one will find that more 
seasoning m needed; taste and try it 
until It tastes right. 
Usually a pie 


baked will be a good test and one will 
then see what is lacking. Always 
serve mince pie warm for if there la 
anything unattractive it is a cold mince 
pie with bits of hard clammy suet 
mixed through it. 


Plum Pudding.—Boil a quart of milk 


and pour it on a quart of baker's 
bread. Let this stand for an hour, 
then stir Into it one cupful of brown 
sugar, one cupful of suet which has 
been rubbed with a little flour, one 
cupful each of raisins and currants 
and one teaspoonful each of cinnomon, 
cloves, allspice, mace and nutmeg. Beat 
six eggs to a stiff froth and stir in. 
Butter a deep earthen dish and turn in 
the mixture. 
Bake four hours, or 


steam five. Serve with a rich sauce. 
Cream two- tablespoonfuls of butter 
and powdered sugar and vanilla, add 
a little whipped cream. 


Citron and Nut Cake.—Cream a quar- 


ter of a pound of butter and a half- 
pound of powdered sugar and the yolks 
of three eggs beaten, half a cup of 
milk, beat well and add a half pound 
of flour and two tablespoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder (using pastry flour), add a 
tablespoonful of vanilla and then fold 
in the whites of the eggs well beaten. 
Cut a quarter of a pound of citron into 
small bits with the scissors, add a 
quarter of a pound of chopped nuts. 
Bake in a round buttered pan. Cover 
with boiled frosting and decorate with 
pieces of citron cut to resen-ble mis- 
tletoe. The berries are made of plecea 
of the almonds cut round.

citron chopped. Keep two weeks be- 
fore using. 


Marrons With Whipped Cream.— 


Cut rounds of sponge cake and place 
on each 
two preserved 
chestnuts. 


Sprinkle with a little of t*ie sirup and 
force a little whipped cream through 
a pastry tube around the chestnuts. 
•Serve on doily covered plates. 


Carrot Pudding. — To a cupful 
of 


chopped suet add a cup of grated car- 
rot, two cupfuls of flour, one-half cup- 
ful of sweet milk, one cupful of raisins, 
one cupful of currants, one-half-cupful 
of awgar and one and a half ieaspoon- 
fuls of baking powder, one-quarter of a 
teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon and 


cloves and a quarter 'of a nutmeg, 
grated. 
Mix all together, adding the 


fruit last. Put in a buttered mold and 
steam three hours. Serve with any 
kind of pudding sauce preferred. The 
following is not very common and la 
most excellent. 


Sauce for 
Plum 
Pudding. — Melt a 


cupful of sugar in half a cupful of wa- 
ter. Let It boll for five minutes, then 
add a halfcupof orange juics with tbo 
grated rind and the Juice of half 
a 


lemon. Another sauce of three beaten 
eggs, a half cup of milk and half cup- 
ful of sugar, with a teaspoonful of 
vanilla Is a good sauce for any steamed 
pudding.

EW YORK.—Rival gangsters fought 
a revolver battle from automobiles 
on' primary day, September 16, in 


broad sunlight, at the corner of Sixty- 
fifth street and Broadway, just aa the 
matinee crowds were pouring out of 
the theaters. The police managed to 
get four of the combatants, and the 
car which they had used in the shoot- 
ing affray waa found to contain lists 
of voters in six election districts, sys- 
tematically arranged to enable repeat- 
Ing. 


It was the gang in the service of the 


politician. Just as in the Rosenthal 
murder the gang had been in the serv- 
ice of a high police official. 
The 


gang serves those who pay it or can 
protect It against the law. 
For $5 


it will detail a "kid" to black a man's 
eye*; for $50 you can have a man 
•tabbed, and "doing the big Job" will 
cost you more than $500 or $1,000 if 
you are properly vouched for to the 
gang leader by some one with a "big 
pull." 


The man with the "big pull" is al- 


ways a politician or a gambler, writes 
Henry N. Hall in the Sunday New 
York World. The politician's alliance 
with the gangster is as close today, 
if not as open, as when a district 
leader on the eve of an important elec- 
tion gave an Interview to newspaper 
men with one foot on a box from which 
his lieutenants were distributing 500 
leed-loaded blackjacks to "the boys" 
for use the next day, or when a politi- 
cal leader—now one of New York's 
most distinguished representatives in 
the congress of the United States- 
went over to New Jersey to testify un- 
der oath that "Monk" Eastman wa* a 
reputable business man and an other- 
wise desirable citizen. 


Difficult Problem. 


There is no more difficult problem 


in American civic life today than the 
elimination of the gang. There are 
three reasons for this. The first is 
that the American public is indifferent 
to crime. There is no place in the 
world where the man in the street who 
goes about his own business and keeps 
clear of the underworld is as safe in 
his person as he is here, and the 
result is tha* unless he himself, or 
some one he knows personally, is the 
victim of a crime, he reads about these 
things in the paper with an interested 
complacency not unlike the feelings he 
derives from a thrilling moving-picture 
show. Gangs, gangsters, Black Hand 
crimes and bomb outrages are accept- 
ed as among the things incidental to 
life in a big city, and it Is impossible 
to arouse anything like public indig- 
nation over their presence. 


The second reason is that the inter- 


ests to which the gangs are useful—• 
the politicians, the gamblers and those 
who grow rich in the underworld—are 
BO powerful that they are able to pro- 
tect those wbo are of service to them. 
It is only in exceptional cases, when 
public feeling is outraged by some 


by the appearance of three or 
four ' 


smaller and rival organization**. It i* ' 
only scattering th" trouble. 


Catching the Gangster Young. 


Tlu're IB only o:i" way to put down 


gangs In a city like New York, and 
that id to cut off their supply of re- 
cruits. The gangHter has to be caught 
young. There IB no gang in New York 
today which uSlllngly adds grown men 
to Hu rankH 
Th<; new recruits all 


come up from the streets. 
I have 


talked with a number of gangsters, and 
there is such a surprising unanimity 
about their boyhood days that it la not 
impossible to picture the upgrowth 
of the "gorilla." 


Watch almost any gang of small 


boy« playing In the streets of the ten- 
ement districts. They always have a 
leader. It matters not what they are 
doing or to what mischief they are 
up, there In always) one who is braver, 
stronger, more resourceful than the 
rest. He will grow into a man of ac- 
tion, lie will make a succes* of life 
if his home influences and early oppor- 
tunities give him a fair chance; but 
if he goes wrong he is the material of 
which the gangster is made. It is so 
easy for him to go wrong. 


As he gets older he may commit 


some little breach of the law that 
other boys will take pride in as a 
proof of his daring. 
The corner sa- 


loonkeeper patronizes him and mar- 
shals him with others of his kind.. He 
gets his introduction into the under- 
world and meets real gangstera upon 
whom the women of the streets fawn 
and who nod knowingly to the "cop" 
on the corner. If he stumbles into a 
scrape the saloonkeeper or one of his 
newly acquired friends will appeal to 
some ward politician for bail, lawyers 
and the necessary "pull" to get him 
out of trouble. Then he sticks to his 
friends, and gangdom has won another 
recruit. 


Irrepressible Conflict. 


All this is perfectly well known to 


the churches, the settlement workers 
and all the "reformers," and many and 
strange are the ways of those who 
would lead youth in the paths of right- 
eousness. There is going on all the 
time In this as in every other great 
city a constant tussle between the 
forces of good and the forces of evil. 
Both are reaching down Into the 
struggling mass of upgrowing human- 
ity, seeking for new recruits. 


A great deal of perfectly good en- 


ergy has been wasted in trying to get 
real live boys to spend their Sunday* 


to a stone bel&« pitched through their 
store window at night, or some wanton 
damage being done to their goods. It 
is a cheap form of blackmail. 


Leaders Who Play Safe. 


There are several gangs 'n New 


York vi Ith a membership of more than 
a thousand, but more and more the 
men at the head of them keep their 
hands free of actual crime. The lead- 
er Is the man with bralti« atid money, 
and above all with the confidence of 
the politician, who has enough Influ- 
ence to emooth out the serious trou- 
bles into which his followers may fall. 
In case of a murder or killing It is 
tho general rule for the actual mur- 
derer to be safely hidden away while 
the arrest is brought about of some 
other member of the gang, who, on 
trial, will be able to put in a perfect

Although it is literally 
true that 


there are in New York today dozens of 
gangs and thousands of gangsters, the 
great majority are without real stand- 
ing In the underworld. At a conserva- 
tive estimate there are, however, from 
twenty 
to 
twenty-five 
recognized' 


gangs, with a membership In excess of 
5,000 men, from which politicians and 
gamblers and others requiring their 
services can get thugs, repeaters and 
strong-arm men for any purpose, from 
carrying an election or breaking a 
strike to securing the commission of 
crime against the persons or property • 
of citizens. 


Settle Their Own Dispute*. 


Gangdom recognizes this state of 


outlawry and it always settles its own 
disputes. 
The recognized forces of 


law" and order — the police — are nerer 
called upon to listen to its complaints. 
If a gangster falls in any feud, if he 
has been shot or stabbed, he never 
gives the name of his assailant "H« 
will attend to that when he gets out" 
If he dies he knows that his friend* 
will avenge him, and often in New 
York hospitals when the police have 
vainly tried to get a wounded gang- 
ster to "squeal" some member of his 
gang will call at the hospital, bend 
over the little white cot and only a, 
tightening of his jaw tells the police- 
men on guard that the visitor baa 
learned the name of the man who I* to 
pay for the gangeter's death.

Field for Boy Scouts. 


Only one organization really seems 


to be properly equipped for attracting 
to itself the boys who but for its exist- 
ence would grow up to be gangsters, 
and that is the Boy Scouts. It is just 
the kind of thing that appeals to high- 
spirited boys and it is doing a most 
wonderful work in making them into 
manly youths who will grow up to be 
good and useful citizens. There ie a 
striking sameness about the gangster's 
unwritten code and the laws of the 
scouts. 


"Thou shalt not squeal," is the first 


law of the gangster. The gangster's 
honor is to be trusted in gangdom. The 
first law of the Roy Scouts Is "A 
scout's honor is to be trusted." If he 
breaks his honor by telling a lie he 
ceases to be a scout If the gangster 
squeals the penalty is death. 


Next to not squealing, the law of the 


gang i« that its members shall be 
"hunky." A scout's second law is loy- 
alty to his country and his friends. 
"He must stick to them through thick 
and thin against anyone who is their 
enemy." And so on. A scout must be 
brave and daring and must obey or- 
ders without question and he must 
never sulk. 
All of which things are 


expected of the gangster. 


Mostly American-Born. 


A large majority of the gangsters 


are American born, mostly of Irish or 
Italian descent. The young Jew does 
not make good gang material, or rath- 
er what gangs there are In or of tho 
Ghetto differ frum the real "gunmen." 
The young Jew who goes wrong be- 
comes a thief, a "dip," or pickpocket, 
or else lie gambles—generally with 
more or le^s success—In which case 
he hires gangsters to protect his prof- 
its. Here and there on tho lower Kast 
side a gang of young Jews will get up 
a fako lottery and sell their worthless 
tickets to the small shopkeepers, who 
know that refusal to "come across" 
with tho 50 cent* demanded would load
